Christ and his apostles 
kept them perfectly neparate. 
They 
announced th«* great facts of the gos- 
1**1 to each individual whom they ad- 
dressed. 
When the««* were a«N*epted. 
tlie believer was told to repent and be 
baptized for tin* remission of his «ins, 
and afterw ards to regulate hi« own 
life hy the ml«*s of a pure and perfect 
morality 
They expressed no prefer- 
enee for one form of government over 
another. 
They provoked no political 
revolutions, and they propo««*d no le­ 
gal reforms. 
If they had done ao, 
they would have flatly contradicted 
tin* d»H‘laration that Christ*» kingdom 
wa« not of this world, and Christian­ 
ity itself would have died out in hulf 
a century. 
But they accepted the re­ 
lations which were created by human 
law. an dexhorted their disciples to 
discharge faithfully the duties which 
arose out of them. 
Though the laws 
which defined the authority of hus­ 
bands. parents, masters, and magis­ 
trates were aa bad as human pervers­ 
ity could make them, yet the early 
Christians contented themselves with

teaching moderation in tin* exercise of 
legal |M»wcrt and uniformly in cu lca ted 


tlie virtues of obedience and fidelity 


upon wi\«*s, children, slaves, and sub­ 
ject-. 
They joined in no clamor for 
or against 
any 
administration, 
hut 
-imply testified against sin before the 
only tribunal which t ’hrist had erect­ 
ed on earth 
that is to suy the con­ 
science of tlie sinner himself. 
The 
vie«* of i*olitii’ttl preaching was wholly 
mknown to the primitive Church. 


It i- true that Paul counseled obt*d- 
ieuce t(* the government of Nero, and 
1 am aware tliat modern clergymen 
interpret his words as a justification 
of tin* doctrine that support 
of 
an 
existing administration is 
purl 
of 
their 
allegiance* 
to 
God.” 
Several 
synods and oth«*r eccicaieaticul bodies 
have solemnly resolved something to 
that eff*«*t. 
But they 
forgot 
that 
what Paul advised was simply sub­ 
mission. not active assistance, to Ne-1 
ro. 
The Christians of that day did 
not endorse his atrocities merely be­ 
cause he was "the administration duly 
placed in power." 
They did not go 
with him to the theater, applaud his 
acting, or praise him in the churches 
when he kidnapped their brethren, aet 
fire to a city, or desolated a province. 
Nor did they assist at his apotheosis 
after his death, or pronounce funeral 
sermon» to show that he was greater 
than Sctpio, more vicious than Cato, 
and more eloquent than Cicero. 
Po­ 
litical preachers 
would 
have 
done 
this, but Paul and Peter did no such 
thing. 
There is nothing iu the Scripture to 
justify the Church applying its dis­ 
cipline to any member for off eases 
purely political, much less 
for 
his 
mere opinions or feelings on public 
affairs. 
The clergy are without au­ 
thority. as they are often without fit­ 
ness, to decide for their congregation 
what is right and what is wrong in 
the legislation of the country. 
They 
ar«* ntn called 
or sent to propagate 
any kind of political doctrine. 
The 
Church and the State ar«* entirely 
separate and distinct in their origin, 
their object, and the sphere of their 
actiou ; in so much that the organism 
of one can never be us*»4 for any pur­ 
pose bf the other without injury to 
both. 
TH» I, th«*refore, say that the Christ­ 
ian religion is 
to have no influence 
on the potttica! destiny of man? 
Far 
from It. Notwithstanding the unfaith­ 
fulness of many professors, it has al­ 
ready changed the face of human ao- 
ctety, and it will yet accomplish ita 
mission hy spreading peace. Independ­ 
ence, truth, justice and liberty, reg­ 
ulated hy law. “from the sea to the

utmost ends «if tlie earth." 
But this 
will only In* accomplished by reform­ 
ing ami elevating the individúala of 
whom society Is 
composed—not 
by 
exasperating

is a reproach to any

Sometimes a 
single ronver- 
-i*>n is extrem ely important in ita Im­ 
mediate effect upon tlie public inter- 
* -t- of a whole nation. 
No doubt the 
acceptance of the truth by Dlonyalua, 
the Areopagite. had much to 
do 
la 
moulding the subsequent 
laws 
and 
customs of Athens. 
The conversion 
of Constantine was followed by In­ 
stant abrogation of all laws which 
fettered the conscience. 
In the reign 
of Theodosius the people of Theme- 
loni«*a rose against the Roman gar­ 
rison and killed its commander. 
For 
this act of rebellion the emperor de­ 
creed against them the curat of an 
indiscriminate war, in which the guil­ 
ty and the innocent were confounded 
together In 
one 
general 
slaughter. 
His spiritual "guide, philosopher, and 
friend" at the time 
was 
limhmea. 
Archbishop of Milan, who bofetty de­ 
nounced his cruelty, refused to give 
him the sacrament, or even to adaüa- 
ister it in his presence, compelled him 
to take his seat among the penitenta 
on the portico of the church, and in- 
dueed him to humble hts diadem la 
tlie dust for eight months in succes­ 
sion. 
The conscience of the emperor 
was thoroughly aw akened; his sub- 
sequent reign was 
distinguiahed 
hy 
justice and mercy, the integrity of the 
empire was preserved in peace, and 
the great "Theodosian Code," the pro­ 
duct of that hitter repenten«*e, is still 
read and quoted for 
Its 
adm irable 
union of hum anity 
and 
policy. Am­ 
brose produced these consequences by 
acting in the 
true 
capacity 
of 
a 
Christian minister, and he rrform ed 
the crim inal by a direct appeal to his 
own heart. 
A political preacher, tn 
the same circumstances, would have 
inflamed the sanguinary passions of 
the monarch by exaggerating the tre ­ 
ason of the Thessalonicans, sad con­ 
soling the m ilitary execution of all 
who presumed to sympathise la their 
sufferings.
